A sharp decline In sugar prices is 


becoming effective in Coshocton, ac- 
cording to an assertion made by a lo- 
cal merchant Wednesday 
morning 


Sugar was retailing at some of the lo- 
cal grocery stores Wednesday 
from 


8 1-3 to 10 cents per pound. The best 
grade of sugar was retailing at $9 75 
per 100 Ibs. or 10 cents per pound. 


One merchant said Wednesday that 


the customer would be foolish to store 
away sugar now, as the price is declin- 
ing rapidly and that it would soon be 
down to pre-war figures. This dealer 
also asserted that he would not be 
surprised if the customer would buy 
sugar within the next two or three 
months, in 25 pound sacks, at $1.60 to 
$1.65. 


One merchant also stated that sugar 


dropped Tuesday 25 cents on the 100 
pounds.
